The licensee should apprise the supplier of any special pro¬ 
visions in the import licence which may affect the suppliers 
in carrying out the transaction. 

Vl(iii) Disputes : 

It should be understood that the Government of Tndia will 
not undertake any responsibility for dispute, if any, that may 
arise between the licensee and the suppliers. The conditions 
to be fulfilled by the supplier before payment by the Bank of 
India, Tokyo must be clearly spelt out by the importer in 
Annexure I under ‘Terms of Payment".
